To Avert Civil War 


ALGIERS, 
Algeria 
(IP)— 
Paratroop Gen. Jacques Mas­ 
sif backed down today from 
the defiance of the French 
government which threaten­ 
ed France with anarchy yes­ 
terday. Massu told a press 
conference that the “commit­ 
tee of public safety” which 
he formed yesterday in de­ 
fiance of Paris would be 
“considered relieved of its 
function« as soon as a new 
French minister for Algeria 
arrives.” 


PARIS (W — Premier Pierre 
Pflimlin today ordered Gen. 
Raoul Salan, French comman­ 
der in Algeria, to take charge 
of insurrection-ridden Algiers 
and restore order. 
The move followed shortly

000 French troops in Algeria 
wkere a Military--civilian junta i ment in Paris. New disorders 
seized power with a “committee appeared to be shaping up in 
of public safety” and urged the wake of riots in Paris and 
Gen. Charles De Gaulle to head Algiers yesterday, 
up a new strong man govern- 
Pflimlin and his cabinet 


also decided today to pro­ 
hibit all publie demonstra­ 
tions in Paris and in cities 
and towns throughout the 
French mainland. 


The Pflimlin regime also in­ 
structed administrative leaders 
of the Constantine and Oran 
regions, as well as those in 
three big cities neighboring Al­ 
giers, to consider themselves 
directly under the orders of 
Andre Mutter, the new minis­ 
ter for Algeria who is in Paris. 
Ordinarily, 
these 
officials 
would be under the control of 
the French resident general in 
Algiers. 


The fast-developing events 
came as France appeared 
close to civil war.

A $150.000 expansion of San 
Rafael’s public library that will 
more than double the present 
space won the go-ahead last 
night at a joint meeting of city 
councilmen and library trus­ 
tees. 


City fathers unanimously ap­ 
proved preliminary plans by 
architect Gordon A. Phillips 
and authorized him to go ahead 
with 
detailed 
drawings 
and 
plans and specifications. 


Phillips estimated it would 
take six months to prepare the 
plans and engineering studies 
and another two months for the 
project to be put out to bid. 
Construction of the addition is 
estimated to take six months 
after that. This means the addi­ 
tion can be completed during 
the latter half of next year. 


Formal action by the city 
council to go ahead with the 
addition is expected to be tak­ 
en at the regular council meet­ 
ing set for 8 p.m. Monday. 


The present library was built 
in 1908 with funds donated by 
Andrew Carnegie. The land at 
Fifth avenue and E street was 
purchased and given to the city 
for a library by a group of 
San Rafael residents. 


The addition will go to the 
rear of the old building, adding 
6,000 square feet of floor space 
to the present 4,800 square 
feet. It will have two floors, 
similar to the existing struc­ 
ture. 


Mrs. Vivian Smith, head li­ 
brarian, said the addition is 
designed to meet the needs for 
the next 20 years at least.

Rises Again 


During April

living rose to a new all-time 
high in April for the 24th con­ 
secutive month, the National

Consumer prices in April 
rose 0.4 per cent from March 
and ran 3.2 per cent ahead of 
the same month in 1957, the 
board said. 
The board’s all-item index 
for April stood at 107.2 per 
cent of the 1953 base period. 
Food costs scored a month- 
to-month gain of 1.1 per cent 
to pace the index higher. The 
survey showed food costs now 
are 7 per cent higher than a 
year ago. 
The purchasing power of the 
dollar, using the dollar of 1953 
as a base of 100 cents, was 93.2 
cents in April, down 0.4-cent 
from March and a full 3 cents 
from April, 1957. 
' 
The board said lower beef 
production and a seasonal de­ 
cline in pork supplies resulted 
in a “hefty” increase in meat 
prices. Poultry prices also rose 
sharply, while fresh fruits and 
vegetables continued to inch 
higher. 
However, milk, butter, eggs, 
frozen vegetables and coffee 
declined in price.

Dupuis Is Best Qualified 
Of Candidates For Congress 


For only the second time in more than 
40 years, voters of the First Congres­ 
sional District are faced with selecting a 
congressman from candidates none of 
whom is the incumbent. 
The fact that in this same four de­ 
cades only two men have represented 
us in the Capitol indicates that we face 
a serious choice; the man we select in 
November may be our representative 
for many years to come. We don’t 
change congressmen easily. 
None of the six candidates in both 
parties had any experience as a con­ 
gressman. So estimates of their ability 
in this field must be based purely on 
their success in similar ventures, their 
understanding of the job facing them, 
their backgrounds preparing them to 
hold the job, their sense of ethics and 
integrity. 
With these things in mind we have 
talked to and listened to each of the six 
candidates at various places and times. 
And we have reached this conclusion: 
Frederick G. Dupuis of Tiburon 
would best represent the people of 
Marin County and the Firrt Con­ 
gressional District in Washington. 
We phrase our recommendation in 
that manner for a reason. In our na- 
tions capitol, only one man gives a 
tinker’s damn for the First Congres­ 
sional District—our congressman. His 
duties will involve him in votes on for­ 
eign trade, foreign aid, farm policies 
and national taxes. But he will be but 
one vote in 435. It is an important vote, 
as is every vote in every election. But 
the majority of a congressman’s time is 
devoted to serving his district. He’s the 
only one to do it. 
Is Fred Dupuis the kind of a man who 
can do this double job? Has his training 
and background fitted him for this type 
of work? 
Fred is what used to be called a self- 
made man, in the finest sense of the 
words. After high school, while helping 
support his mother, he earned his bach­ 
elor of law degree in Portland. • 
Meanwhile he had, among other jobs, 
gone to work as a clerk for the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, serving in both 
Portland and San Francisco. After his 
graduation from law school in 1941, he 
took *his FBI special agent’s training in 


Washington and then was sent back west 
to serve in the Seattle, Santa Barbara 
and Los Angeles offices. There for five 
years he was assigned to investigate 
Communist infiltration of the motion 
picture industry. You remember the 
headlines which resulted. 
• 
In 1949 he resigned from the FBI to 
accept a job as special agent with the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters. 
He was assigned to the counties of the 
First Congressional District and trav­ 
eled them extensively, getting into prac­ 
tically all corners of them. In September 
1955, his accomplishments were recog­ 
nized by promotion to chief special 
agent and he now supervises 16 special 
agents in eight western states. 
Such 
experiences 
develop 
three 
things, all invaluable to a congressman: 
a retentive memory, an inquiring mind, 
and an ability to make a decision and 
work toward consummating it. 
In addition they have given him ex­ 
perience in working with people, the 
operation 
of 
government 
agencies, 
crime and juvenile delinquency, our se­ 
curity problems, and the needs and 
problems of this district in particular. 
But what are his beliefs? What basic 
approach to government does he stand 
for. These are important; more impor­ 
tant than how he stands on the issues: 
issues change, basic beliefs won’t. 
His integrity and loyalty must go un­ 
questioned, 13 years FBI experience are 
proof enough of that. On foreign rela­ 
tions, “it should not be objective to 
create an island of good living in a sea 
of need.” 
On education: money won’t solve the 
problem until we as parents give our 
youth an incentive in the desire to learn. 
On peace: war must be avoided. 
On 
taxes: “pork barrel politics can not be 
afforded by the American taxpayer.” 
On right-to-work: a state’s matter 
which should not be an issue in the con­ 
gressional campaign. On government: 
the federal government should not do 
anything that local government can do 
for itself; neither should do it if the 
people can do it as well themselves. 
These are some of his basic tenets. 
We believe they and his background 
qualify him best among the candidates 
for congress at the June 3 primaries.

ONE OF THE MOST de­ 
lightfully learned and humble 
men I’ve ever interviewed is 
Will Durant, who for years has 
been engaged on writing the 
story of civilization.

in the way he kisses off one 
figure in his latest volume, 
“The Reformation.” Thus: 
“One astrologer of this per­ 
iod is still popular.

He professed 
to be a physician and an as­ 
tronomer, and was accepted 
as semi-official astrologer by 
Catherine de Medici; she built 
an observatory for him in Les 
Hailes. In 1564 he predicted 
a life of 90 years for Charles 
IX, who died 10 years later at 
the age of 24. 
“At his own death (1566) 
he left a book of prophecies 
so 
wisely 
ambiguous 
that 
some line or another could be 
applied to almost any event in 
later history.” 


IN OUR MODERN civiliza­ 
tion, where the smallest olive 
you can buy from the shelf is 
labeled “giant” on the can, 
and where (in New York, at 
least) an apartment consist­ 


ing of a living room with some 
niches around it for cooking 
and bathing is labeled “2 ^ 
rooms,” it is not surprising to 
find advertised a row of 10 
books with nothing in them.

AT THIS TIME OF YEAR a 
century ago in Philadelphia;

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Cal­ 
ifornia has more inmates in 
its nine prisons than it was 
supposed to have until May of 
1959. 
This year-ahead-of schedule 
operation found a total of 17,- 
760 inmates, including 675 
women, in the institutions by 
the end of April. This was an 
increase of 1,615 since the 
same date of 1957 and 2,470 
more than were in the pris­ 
ons on April 30, 1956. 
Officials of the state De­ 
partm ent of Corrections, who 
had to assemble the 1958-59 
budget statistics and estimates 
back in May and June of 1957, 
admit they were off base on 
their projected intake figures. 


THREE REASONS probably 
stand highest as the causes for 
the unexpected high popula­ 
tions in the prisons today. 
1. The economic situation, 
with its higher unemployment 
and tighter money no doubt 
has turned more persons to 
paths of law breaking. Rich­ 
ard A. McGee, Director of Cor­ 
rections, said the international 
situation no doubt is having 
its effect too on younger per­ 
sons. 
2. The normal increase in 
population, amounting to 1,- 
500 persons a day in Califor­ 
nia, naturally results in a cor­ 
responding increase in prison 
populations. McGee said the 
rate normally is about J10 
prison inmates for each 100,- 
000 population. 
However, McGee said the 
average ratio of prisoners to 
population would follow the 
same trend of increase as the 
over-all population increase. 


3. A MYSTERY in penology 
resulted in 1955 when there 
was an unexplained drop in 
commission of felonies all 
over the country. Because the 
average time of commitment 
for a felon is 2V% years, prison­ 
ers who were sentenced in 
1955 now would be eligible for

THOSE ARE the explana­ 
tions for the high population. 
Now, what are some of the 
problems? 


An understanding of the 
problems involved may come 
more easily when it is con­ 
sidered what it takes to keep 
17,760 prison inmates going. 


There are such matters as 
providing 3,285,000 loaves of 
bread a year; 4,500,000 pounds 
of potatoes, 425,000 pounds of 
coffee, not to mention 735,000 
dozen eggs. Every year, 1,230,- 
878 razor blades are needed, 
as well as 31,500 tooth brush­ 
es.

Furthermore, they 
expect the coddling to con­ 
tinue, and it’s a rude awaken­ 
ing for them to find out that 
horseplay and too much talk­ 
ing aren’t appreciated, that 
good manners are required at 
all times, and that—supreme 
surprise — they’re even re­ 
quired to do some things1 they 
don’t like, in order to earn 
their salaries. 
In other words, education­ 
ally speaking, we’re selling 
our children short. The col­ 
leges have already tightened 
up on their requirements, and 
will continue to do so. Gen­ 
eral housecleaning and tough­ 
er curricula should start at 
the first grade level and zoom 
upwards. 
Let’s snap off the TV and 
get up off our well upholster­ 
ed posteriors and DO some­ 
thing about it!

They are waiting to see if a 
replacement is hired for Wha­ 
len, which would completely 
knock out the argument that 
he was “surplus.”

WASHINGTON W) — What 
happens if Congress ignores 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
re­ 
quest to continue fhe Recipro­ 
cal Trade Agreements Act and 
lets it die? Not much—for 
awhile, anyway. 
For example: Eisenhower 
couldn’t then agree to lower 
any more tariffs on goods im­ 
ported from abroad. But all 
the present agreements with 
43 countries — under which 
various tariffs have been low­ 
ered—would stand unchang­ 
ed. 
Bit by bit, oyer a period of 
time, he might be pushed into 
raising tariffs, thus beginning 
the wreckage of all the good 
will built up over 24 years. 
There would be a diminishing 
confidence abroad in Ameri­ 
can trade policies. 
But Eisenhower might ac­ 
tually prefer to see the act die 
this year—in the hope of get­ 
ting it renewed next year — 
than to have Congress extend 
it for a year but put in chang­ 
es that would start ripping 
trade agreements apart in a 
hurry. 
This is the background: 


THE SMOOT-HAWLEY tar­ 
iff law which Congress passed 
in 1930 not only raised Amer­ 
ican tariffs to the highest 
point in history but—since 
other countries retaliated— 
contributed to the depression 
here and abroad in the 1930s. 
To get world trade going 
again Congress in 1934 pass­ 
ed the Reciprocal Trade Act. 
It gave the President au­ 
thority to lower tariffs on cer­ 
tain goods imported from oth­ 
er countries if they agreed to 
lower their tariffs on certain 
items imported from us. 
In these agreements there 
was an escape clause which 
either side could use. 


FOR EXAMPLE: If an Am­ 
erican manufacturer felt he 
was being injured because a 
tariff had been lowered on 
some particular import which 
competed in the American 
market he could appeal to the 
United States Tariff Commis­ 
sion. 
The commission would hold 
hearings, make an investiga­ 
tion, and perhaps recommend

to the President that he use 
the escape clause to raise the 
tariff on an import which, in 
agreement with another coun­ 
try, he had lowered. 
Under the act, the President 
was free to suit himself: raise 
the tariff or reject the com­ 
m issio n ’s recommendations 
and let the tariff stand un­ 
touched. 
That brings us up to now. 
The Trade Act never was per­ 
manent law. Over 24 years it 
has been repeatedly renewed 
by Congress for a specified 
period of time. Otherwise it 
would have died. 
It will die automatically 
June 30 unless Congress re­ 
news it. Eisenhower asked for 
it to be extended five more 
years. As explained, if it dies, 
present agreements remain 
unchanged. The escape clause 
remains unchanged, too. 


IF THE LAW DIES a manu­ 
facturer can appeal to the 
Tariff Commission. It can rec­ 
ommend to Eisenhower that 
an agreed-on tariff be raised. 
He’d still be free to raise it or 
let it stand as is. But he 
couldn’t lower any mor« tar­ 
iffs. 
But this is a recession year. 
A number of businesses com­ 
plain that some imports — 
whose tariffs are now part of 
agreements with others—are 
hurting them. So the Trade 
Act has many foes inside and 
outside Congress.

San Anselmo Extends

A new system of parallel 
parking has proved such a suc­ 
cess in a two-week trial on one 
block of San Anselmo avenue 
that it will be applied to all 
parallel parking areas in down­ 
town San Anselmo. 
The city council voted 4-1 
last night, Mrs. Carmel H. 


Booth dissenting, to extend the 
system and make it permanent. 
Councilman 
Carleton 
G. 
E. 
Little wanted to go farther and 
apply it to areas where diagon­ 
al parking is now permitted. 
The scheme allows an 18- 
foot parking stall. But between 
second and third stalls is an 


eight-foot curb area. 
This al­ 
lows parkers room to maneuver 
their cars into and out of the 
marked stall. 


Councilman William 
Fran- 
chini was against the scheme 
when it was first proposed last 
month on behalf of the cham­ 
ber of commerce. Two weeks 
ago he*was ready to give it a 
trial on the block on which 
the Home Market, of whifh he 
is part owner, is located. 


Last night, he said: “ It’s very 
successful . . . I ’ve had lots of

Mayor Arthur

In Dam Fight 


One of Justice Jesse W. Car­ 
ter’s multi-barreled legal sal­ 
vos against Marin officials mis­ 
fired yesterday in San Francis­ 
co, but he still has several more 
to go in both Marin and Sono­ 
ma courts. 
Judge 
Milton D. Sapiro of 
San Francisco Superior Court 
refused to grant Carter’s ap­ 
peal for a temporary injunc­ 
tion that would prevent Marin 
officials 
from 
inspecting his 
Sleepy Hollow dam and reser­ 
voir. 
Marin Superior Court has al­ 
ready issued a preliminary in­ 
junction setting the water level 
at 10 feet 6 inches. Judge Sa­ 
piro said he would not issue an 
injunction that would tend to 
nullify that Marin action. 
Carter, an associate justice 
of the state Supreme Court, has 
been embroiled in a contro­ 
versy over his private pond 
since the dam broke and spilled 
water and debris on homes be­ 
low- during the last heavy rains. 
In 
Marin 
Superior Court, 
Justice Carter is suing for $55,- 
000 damages against Dist. Atty. 
W. 0. Weissich, Public Works 
Supt. Marvin W. Brigham and 
members of the county board 
of supervisors. Carter alleges 
these officials are personally 
liable for damages for trespass­ 
ing on his property and drain­ 
ing water from his dam.

Brushing Your Cat

A cat’s nails, 
if too long, will hurt. Don’t try to clip 
them yourself w ithout the proper 
training and tools. It’s best to let your 
pet’s veterinarian take care of this.

ART AND MIXES 
Befween Ortolans 


And TV Dinners

There is, somewhere between 
ortolans 
baked in egg shells 
and frozen TV dinners, a broad 
area of sanity in food prepara­ 
tion. 
Ortolans 
(tiny 
French 
birds fattened to death) are the 
darlings of gourmet 
fanatics 
who preach exquisite detail in 
foods. These are fine artists— 
if a bit on the degenerate side. 


But it’s quite another thing 
to make a perfect Hollandaise 
sauce 
while 
listening to the 
day’s school tribulations or to 
beat 12 egg whites for an an­ 
gel food while the Littlest An­ 
gel is strangely quiet in the 
living room. 
Where does artistry leave off 
and the ready-mix take up? 
Assuming that the budget 
can bear the price for having 
someone 
else 
measure 
the 
flour, 
sugar and spices, 
you 
probably can’t tell the differ­ 
ence between a ready-mix cake 
and the home-baked kind—at 
least not while it is oven fresh. 
(How fresh IS oven fresh, any­ 
way?) 


HEAVY DEMANDS 
The busy housewife is spared 
the mess of a sinkful of meas­ 
uring cups, spoons and extra 
bowls. Sometimes, she doesn’t 
even have to break her own 
eggs. And there is no getting 
around it, Marin life makes 
heavy demands on Mama as 
, chauffeur, 
P-TA 
m e m b e r , 
church worker, socialite, hob­ 
byist and cultured woman. 
(Just as pioneer life made de­ 
mands on Grandmother as a 
dairy operator, baker, hand 
laundress, seamstress, cleaner 
of lamp chimneys and some­ 
times 
weaver 
and 
harvest 
hand.) 
But the busy housewife who 
never budgets enough time to 
make a distinctive cake from 
one of her mother’s old recipes 
is losing one of the real de­ 
lights of life. With her own 
eyes she can watch the snow of 
flour, a blob of shortening and 
that symbol of life, the egg, 
transformed under her own 
hands into a rich batter. An­ 
other miracle when this thing 
of her own creation comes dou­ 
bly high from the oven. 
Is the mediocre clay pot or 
canvas done in classes desper­ 
ately crowded into her weekly 
schedule really a superior crea­ 
tion to this? 


FEEDING OF SOULS 
A 
breakfast quickly 
com­ 
pounded of crackling cereals 
and tasteless toast from for­ 
ever-fresh breads may feed the 
stomachs, but does it feed the 
souls of the sleepy tribe? Does 
not 
the 
spirit, 
too, 
draw 
strength from a freshly baked 
muffin or an egg fried with ten­ 
der care? 
Looking back, we remember 
breakfasts with special tender­ 
ness. Mother ran a veritable 
morning cafeteria, especially 
on 
Sundays, 
when 
weekday 
“mush” (cracked wheat with 
raisins or farina with dates, 
perhaps) gave way to a choice 
of fruit, cinnamon-twisted tea 
ring or coffee cake, heaps of 
scrambled eggs with “little pig 
sausages” or Daddy’s favorite, 
baked brown rice to be topped

with cinnamon, brown sugar 
and “top milk.” 
It was more than the foods 
hemselves. There was Moth­ 
er’s beaming pride, as she slic­ 
ed seconds and thirds of her 
homemade 
coffee 
cakes, 
or 
cooked eggs to four different 
tastes. 
There was a ritual of 
attention, too, in the way Dad 
put down the paper to pay hom­ 
age to her creations. 
This was before the ready- 
mixes, to be sure. But Mother 
eschewed most bakery goods 
simply because she knew hers 
were far superior. 
Yet she was not an utter 
slave to the 
kitchen. 
Often, 
with less than 30 minutes to 
send her railroader husband off 
to work on “short call,” she 
produced a hot, hearty meal of 
meat, vegetables and canned 
fruit. Or left the garden just 
in time to start the potatoes. 


GOOD OR EVIL 
Ready-mixes and packaged 
bakery goods are neither all 
good nor all evil. There is no 
doubt that the factories are 
keeping alive some apt-to-be- 
forgotten treasures like corn- 
meal and bran muffins and hot 
breads. The real threat, how­ 
ever, is to the pride of the 
homemaker. 
Can a creative 
spirit weather that in-between 
period when her own product 
may or may not turn out “as 
good as a mix?” Does she dare 
compete with the maddeningly 
constant success in a package0 
Or does she go in for pottery 
or painting, where her feeble 
prowess is still a novelty. 
So far, TV-type frozen din­ 
ners have not put the butcher 
departments out of business. 
Alternatives to this kind of 
emergency fare are many and 
intriguing. Gourmet propagan­ 
dists 
(we plead guilty) 
have 
managed to entice milady to 
add her ingenuity to the can­ 
ned 
stew, beans or macaroni 
dinner. 
Daily practice and poring 
over cookbooks, however, has 
proven to this writer that a 
genuine “from scratch” dinner 
takes less time to get on the 
table than a frozen chicken pie. 
Tuna can be turned into a sa­ 
vory casserole quicker than you 
can thaw chow mein. (And you 
can make your own sukiyaki 
just as quickly.) 
With a little more time, you 
can turn out something prettier 
than the picture on the pack­ 
age. 


MIXED WITH REALISM 
Be realistic about mixes. Use 
them when you need to—but 
keep the flour sifter within 
reach. Use it often enough to 
keep in practice. The biscuit 
mix manufacturers have practi­ 
cally everyone 
believing that 
you can’t do better than a mix. 
As a matter of fact you can. It 
takes all of four minutes long­ 
er, once you learn how. 
The nicest part about creat­ 
ive cooking—unlike painting or 
pottery— is that each success 
crowns the last. The mistakes 
never sit around as reminders. 
In the end, you have created 
for yourself a reputation as a 
superior craftsman in one of 
the most respected arts in the 
world. 


HAPPY COIN CIDEN CE 
Strawberries And Rhubarb 
Mated In A Perfect Pie 


Happy culinary coincidence 
is the ripening of both rhubarb 
and strawberries. They com­ 
bine in a dozen delightful ways 
(jams, sauces, tarts, to name a 
few), but a universal favorite is 
Rhubarb-Strawberry Pie. 


Not only is this creation right 
in season now, but it can be a 
veritable “spring bunny” in 
your cook’s cap, if you’re far­ 
sighted enough to make two (or 
more) freezing unbaked for 
dark days ahead. 
Allow extra 
baking time for frozen pie. 


Lacking such foresightedness 
you may recreate this spring 
masterpiece from frozen pack- 
aegd strawberries and rhubarb, 
as follows: 
When preparing with fro­ 
zen rhubarb or strawberries, 
use one syrup-packed 1-lb. 


OFFBEAT BREAKFASTS 
If you have a breakfast rebel 
at your house, tempt him with 
some of his favorite foods un­ 
commonly served at breakfast. 
Home economists suggest a ba­ 
nana milk shake poured over 
the breakfast cereal, minute 
steak on toast with tomato 
juice, or oatmeal cookies served 
with fruit and milk may open 
his eyes for a change.

STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE 
(Party-Size Recipe) 
4 cups sifted all-purpose

2 tablespoons double-acting 
baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 
V3 cup sugar 
23 cup butter or margarine 
2 large eggs, beaten 


1 cup milk (about) 
3 pints fresh strawberries 
Vz cup sugar 
1 pint heavy cream, whipped 
Sift the first 4 ingredients to­ 
gether into a mixing bowl. Add 
butter or margarine and cut it 
in with a pastry blender or two 
knives until the mixture resem­ 
bles coarse crumbs.

472 Persons Employed 


By 4 Marin Hospitals 


Marin 
hospitals 
currently 
employ a total of 472 persons, 
Dr. John C. Siemens, president 
of the Hospital Council of Mar­ 
in, reported as National Hos­ 
pital Week got under way this 
week. 
Employment figures for the 
four member institutions as 
announced by Dr. Siemens are: 
Marin General Hospital, 230; 
Ross General, 120; San Rafael 
General, 80, and Lucas Valley 
County 
hospital, 
42. 
These 
figures do not include part- 
time employees. 
“In the latest (June, 1957) 
figures available from the Mar­ 
in Development Foundation,” 
said Dr. Siemens, “hospitals 
are classified with service in­ 
dustries, which have the third 
highest number of employees 
in the county. Wholesale and 
retail trade ranks first with 
construction second.” 
Nationally, hospitals employ 
almost a million and a half per­ 
sons, the hospital council presi­ 
dent said, making them one of 
the largest employers in the 
country. 
Local hospitals are joining 
with others throughout the U. 
S. and Canada in observing 
Hospital Week, sponsored an­ 
nually by the American Hos­ 


pital Assn. Theme is “Careers 
that Count.” 
“Opportunities 
in 
hospital 
work are many and varied,” 
said Dr. Siemens. “They range 
from the essential services such 
as laundry and kitchen work 
to nursing and highly trained 
technical skills.” 
“Some of these positions,” 
continued the council presi­ 
dent, “require years of special 
training, but in others very 
little training is needed and in 
some cases the employee can 
learn on the job.” 
“Information as to job oppor­ 
tunities in the various hospi­ 
tals may be obtained from the 
individual business managers. 
Students interested in hospi­ 
tal careers of any kind are in­ 
vited to visit the hospital, and 
they also should contact the 
bi siness managers,” Dr. Sie­ 
mens said.

Christopher of San Francisco 
for the job Sen. William F. 
Knowland hopes to swap for 
the governorship. 
The Democratic 
candidate, 
Rep. Clair Engle of Red Bluff, 
is unopposed within his own 
party. 
Everyone has cross-filed on 
the opposite ticket. 
On that basis, the outcome 
may indiacte: 
Whether Knight is still as 
popular with Democrats as he 
was in 1954 when they helped 
him win the governorship. 
An how Engle, a partisan 
Democrat, stacks up with Re­ 
publicans. 
Knight is a leading Repub­ 
lican exponent of being kind 
to Democrats since there are so 
many of them in California. 
They outnumber registered Re­ 
publicans by just short of one 
million. 
Knight’s biggest asset, per­ 
haps, is that Californians 
generally vote for the man, 
rather than the party or even 
the issues. He’s undoubted­ 
ly better known throughout 
the state than his opponents. 
Christopher and Engle have 
blasted at Knight’s record, no­ 
tably on charges that Knight 
lacked leadership on the state’s 
water, financial and other prob­ 
lems. 
They have hammered 
away, too, on his decision to 
step out of the race for re- 
election rather than face Know­ 
land. 
Engle described Knight as a 
“sadly damaged political com­ 
modity.” Christopher said the 
governor was doing California 
an injustice in running for the 
Senate, 
aside 
from 
having 
“wrecked” 
Republican 
har­ 
mony. 
Knight insisted last fall he 
would never run for the Sen­ 
ate, come what may. He wanted 
nothing more, he said, than to 
serve another term as gover­ 
nor. Then why did he pull his 
big switch? 
The 61-year-old g o v e r n o r 
gave his answer to a Santa Rosa 
audience several weeks ago: 
“I am convinced that if I 
stayed in 
the contest, it 
would seriously split the Re­ 
publican Party, and, second­ 
ly, that I would be defeat­ 
ed.” 
Christopher and Engle are 
both newcomers to a statewide 
election, although neither is 
exactly a political novice. 
The Greek-born mayor, 50, is 
the first San Francisco super­ 
visor to become mayor of the 
city. He is the only mayor Re­ 
publican candidate who has en­ 
dorsed 
Knowland’s labor re­ 
form 
program, 
including 
a 
right-to-work law. 
The state 
AFL’s 
political 
organization 
awarded an unusual joint en­ 
dorsement to Knight and En­ 
gle. 
Engle, 46, was elected to his 
first political post at the age 
of 23—district attorney of Te­ 
hama County. Two terms later, 
the voters sent him to the state 
Senate. 
Long a popular figure, he has 
been in Congress since winning 
a special election in 1943. His 
19-county district sprawls over 
53,400 square miles — or, as 
someone has figured, 
larger 
than 23 states. 
Knight contends that En­ 
gle’s entire political career 
has been characterized by a 
narrow provincial outlook. 
Engle, however, says he is 
the only candidate for Know­ 
land’s seat with a legislative 
record on national issues. He 
heads the House Committee on 
Interior Insular Affairs. 
If, as indicated, Knight and 
Engle are their party’s nomi­ 
nees, you can look for a crack­ 
ling campaign in the fall by 
two of the state’s most energet­ 
ic handshakers and story-tell­ 
ers. It will be anything but 
dull.

TV IN REVIEW 
Phil Silvers 
Pleases In 
Special Show

NEW YORK (IP) — I knew 
everything was well in hand 
last night when Phil Silvers, 
accompanied 
by 
his 
goggle 
glasses 
and 
con 
man 
grin, 
bounced into place on CBS-TV 
for a special show. 
Silvers stayed for an hour in 
something he called “Phil Sil­ 
vers on Broadway” (subtitle: 
“An Intimate Extravaganza”) 
and to pour down an opinion 
quickly, 1 would tab it one of 
the most stylish and civilized 
hours of the TV season. 
A REAL SHOW 
In a way, the Silvers show 
struck me as very much like a 
low comedy version of the Vic­ 
tor Borge show seen on CBS- 
TV earlier this season. Like 
Borge, Silvers concocted a vis­ 
ual meal that was strong on 
pace and snap and variety Like 
Borge, Silvers was not interest­ 
ed in parading a sloppy glob 
of “stars” on stage, but rather 
in turning out a show. A show 
it was. 
The hour was so replete with 
riches that Silvers could afford 
to toss away three-second bits 
that other shows might have 
lingered over: Silvers quick- 
tinkling the piano keys (“Give 
Me Best to Victor”), Silvers un­ 
reeling a smidgin of soft shoe, 
Silvers running down to his 
audience to talk to visitor Polly 
Bergen (“I know you Emma— 
or is it Emmy?”) 
SOME OFF MARK 
Inevitably, some of the bits 
were a little off the mark, for 
example, a sketch about a camp 
director trying to con some par­ 
ents into sending their boy 
away for the summer was a 
trifle soft in spots. And one 
routine in which Silvers got 
into a tangle of arms and legs 
with some stagehands had the 
shopworn air of an old burles­ 
que bit and even worse, of an 
old TV bit. 
But the rhythm of the hour 
was so swift that there never 
was a feeling of severe letdown 
for any extended period. The 
dancers pranced on fast and 
leggy, a 12-man choir boomed 
out a sentimental tune and 
walked off to reveal that five 
singers in the rear had no pants 
on, the sponsor’s product took 
an amiable kidding, four mem­ 
bers of the Sergeant Bilko pla­ 
toon appeared to aid in the 
clowning. In particular, I en­ 
joyed a Silvers’ routine based 
on the first singer ever faced 
with the lyrics of “01’ Man 
River.” 
MAY DO SERIES 
There were reports before 
last night’s show that if this 
Silvers show were successful, 
he might do a series of one- 
hour specs for CBS-TV next 
season. As one comedy-starved 
member of the TV audience, I 
hope the reports are true. 
Along with the Silvers’ spec­ 
ial, a couple of other shows 
made last night one of the best 
of the season. Milton Berle 
headed a group of other per­ 
formers who took over the CBS- 
TV “Red Skelton” show and 
then turned out an admirable 
half-hour. I liked particularly 
Donald O’Connor and Sid Mil­ 
ler in their takeoffs of Louis j 
Prima and Keely Smith and 
some of Berle’s one-liners like: | 
“One great thing about this Los 
Angeles smog — it hides the 
Dodgers.” 
Over at NBC-TV, Marge and 
Gower Champion gave the “Ed­ 
die Fisher Show” a tremendous 
shot in the arm. It impressed 
me as the only really good show 
Fisher has unpackaged this sea­ 
son. Oscar Levant also was on 
hand and although his piano 
playing was tasty, his behavior 
seemed a little odd at times.

Doc's Mailbag: Honors Course 
Grading Hurts; 'Our Baby' Lisps 


(Q) “Our girl is taking hon­ 
ors courses in high school. 
They are special classes set up 
to enrich the education of fast 
learners. She always has been 
an A student. More work is re­ 
quired in the honors courses 
than in the regular classes. 
Competition for grades is stif­ 
fen Our girl now gets B and 
C grades. She will need a 
scholarship to go to college. At 
this rate she will not qualify 
for one. Is it fair to grade so 
harshly in 
honors 
courses? 
Shall we insist she be trans­ 
ferred into regular courses, so 
she’ll get better grades?” 
—L. C. 
(A) The grading arrange­ 
ment in those honors courses 
is unfair. Teachers of honors 
classes should not try to fol­ 
low 
the traditional 
grading 
curve. They have selected stu­ 
dents. Nearly all of their pupils 
earn, and should get A grades. 
B grades should be the excep­ 
tion. If your girl’s teachers 
won’t change 
their grading 
practices, you should have her 
moved back in the regular 
classes. A grades there will 
count for more than the B and 
C grades in the honors courses. 
Undeserved low grades are 
killing the honors courses in 
some schools. 
(Q) “Is baby talk in a 5-year- 


old really wrong? Our young­ 
est child has a charming lisp. 
He will be in kindergarten next 
fall. We made his older broth­ 
ers and sisters stop their lisp­ 
ing when they were three. But 
he is our baby. I can’t bear to 
have him grow up so fast. Will 
he really be hurt if his baby 
talk continues?” 
—J. W. 


(A) He won’t be helped. He 
may be hurt. Much would de­ 
pend on the attitudes of the 
other kindergartners next fall. 
I can sympathize with your 
feelings. I have the same mis­ 
givings as I watch my young­ 
est child grow. But our young­ 
sters’ welfare is more impor­ 
tant than our sentimentality. 
I hope you’ll steel yourself. 
Help your son to stop his baby 
talk.
